If Law Makes Mother a Criminal, 
It’s Time the Law Were Changed! 


A triple-layer, chocolate frosted example of how well 
meaning lawmakers can make fools of themselves came to 
light in Menlo Park last week. 

Mothers in the Oak Knoll School PTA learned they 
could not make cupcakes for sale at the school carnival. 
The goodies would have to be of the store-bought variety 
because, since September 15, the law has said: 

“No food or beverage prepared in a private home 
shall be .. . offered for sale, sold or given away in an 
itinerant restaurant” . or in any other restaurant 
for that matter. 

No doubt the law was well intended, to protect our 
citizens from ptomaine poisoning. All edibles made avail- 
able to the public should be prepared under controlled 
conditions of sanitation under supervision of public health 
officials, is the idea. 

But sometimes we feel that a little risk is preferable to 
elimination of the principles of self-reliance that have made 
this nation great. The constant tendency of our laws is to 
provide an absolute and all-enveloping security for every- 
one. We firmly believe that such a cotton-lined exsitence 
will lead to the complete negation of initiative and self- 
reliance. 

We would rather have a little ptomaine than a com- 
pletely ordered and completely government-supervised 
society. 

A law such as this one, which would make a criminal 
out of Mother at her oven...or a child at his traditional 
soft-drink stand...serve to point up the ridiculousness of 
the situation. 

Since the law is the law, and since PTA types are gen- 
erally law-abiding citizens, we suspect that home-baked 
goodies will be out of the public picture for a while. 

But, comes the next Legislative session, we hope our 
lawmakers will think a bit about what they are doing and 
set the matter straight.

Water Problem Not New 


Water—its use and control 
--has presented problems for 
Menlo Park for more than half 
a century and, what with one 
‘hing and another it looks like 
it’s going to continue to do so. 

On the other hand, it has 
provided opportunities as well 
and these also will continue. 

Basically, whatever water 
problems exist stem from 
the single fact that this area 
enjoys a desert climate; aver- 
age rainfall on the alluvial 
plain on which Menlo Park 
and Atherton are built is 
less than 20 inches a year. 

In Woodside and Portola 
Valley and other areas “up the 
hill” the rainfall is greater, 0 
course and this run-off, perco- 
lating through the ground, 
made possbile the agricultural 
development which typified 
this area before the great pop- 
ulation boom. 

One recalls that it wasn’t 
until 1891 thta the area’s first 
major dam—at Searsville Lake 
—was built. And it wasn’t until 
1889 that the area’s first water 
company was formed, princi- 
pally to provide water for the 
large estates of the area. 

Apparently much of what 
was then Menlo Park was 
“hooked into” the latter sys- 
tem during the 1890's and early 
1900’s but dependence on in- 
dividual wells continued. 

The Marie Antoinette Inn, 
for instance, had a _ tower 
which contained a_ cistern 
which was taken down after 
the earthquake of 1906; an- 
other smaller cistern is still to 
be found in the attic of the

This would seem to indi- 
cate that at least one large 
establishment wasn’t a part 
of the water system: the 
Timothy Hopkins estate, sit- 
uated in the area which is 
now Stanford Research In- 
stitute and Linfield Oaks, 
also had a massive water 
tower which wasn’t used 
after the estate was abandon- 
ed in 1906 also. 


There are other indications 
that the ground water was 
pumped locally for many 
years. 


You can still travel around 
East Palo Alto and find the 
remnants of tank houses which 
were built during the 1910’s 
and ’20’s, when the Charles 
Weeks Poultry Colony covered 
a large area. 

The Weeks scheme called 
for “an acre and independ- 
ence” as the key to a happy 
life and many of his ‘“colon- 
ists” were sufficiently individ- 
ualistic to want to control 
their own water supplies. 

Besides, irrigation of large 
truck gardens made purchase 
of water from commercial 
sources uneconomical. 

In some cases, of course, 
the farmers got together and 


formed cooperative water 
companies. The O’Connor 
Tract Water Co., which 


serves a large portion of the 
Willow area, continues to 
this day to do so. It’s oper- 
ation is so economical that, 
early this year, the water 
company gave a months free 
supply of water to every- 
body on the line. 

Meanwhile, old isues of the 
Recorder indicate that, by the 
mid-1930’s, the population had 
grown to the point where it 
was using just about all of the 
fresh water that could be 
pumped from shallow wells. 

There were recurrent reports 
in the newspapers of that day 
that the wells were “salting 
up’—that is, pumping was so 
heavy and so constant that 
brackish water from San 
Francisco Bay was seeping to- 
ward the hills, in a reversal of 
nature’s pattern. 

There was, in those days, 
considerable agitation for 
hooking into the Hetch Hetchy 
system, the Pipes of which ran

Las Lomitas School District is 
a teacher-written study course 


that, reportedly for the first 
time in the U.S., brings the 
humanities into flesh and 
blood perspective for adoles- 
cents. 

Initiated three years ago,

“All this cannot be taught

to the northeast of what was 
then the populated part of 
Menlo Park.

In fact, some 140 homes are 
still connected to that system, 
and the City of Menlo Park 
has been negotiating for its 
purchase for several years. 

Belle Haven and most other 
parts of the Willows area, 
meanwhile, were tied into an 
independent’ district, which 
purchased water from the 
Hetch Hetchy pipeline which 
runs up Ivy Drive. This system 
was taken over by Menlo Park 
when it established its own 
water department in the early 
1950's. 

Will local pumping of 
water from wells ever again 
be feasible? 

Maybe a technique used at 
the Menlo Park Sanitary Dis- 
trict’s sewage treatment 
plant indicates that there’s 
still hope. 

Not allowed to have a direct 
connection with commercial 
water mains, because of the 
possible but improbable threat 
of contamination, the sanitary 
district had to dig its own 
fresh-water well, when setting 
up its treatment plant at the 
edge of the bay. 

The well was drilled to a 
depth of more than 200 feet 
and some of this distance was 
through solid rock. 

There was fresh water at the 
bottom of the well—the engi- 
neers know that when they 
stopped drilling. 

Then, they poured a con- 
crete “plug” around the well 
shaft at the solid rock level 
above, in order to keep bay 
water from seeping down into 
the level of the | fresh water.

City Sought 
Subway 
Under ECR 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


October 23, 1936: 


Efforts to obtain construction 
of a subway for pedestrians un- 
der El Camino Real at the Oak 
Grove Avenue _ intersection 
when the state highway com- 
mission embarks on its project- 
ed widening ot the Menlo Park 
stretch between Oak Grove and 
Santa Cruz Avenues, will be 
made by the planning commis- 
sion. 

The commission Monday 
night agreed to recommend the 
subway construction immedi- 
ately to the state officials. It 
is suggested that a pedestrian 
underpass could be built with 
little added cost at the time of 
the general highway widening. 

Located at Oak Grove, it 
would give access to the rail- 
way station for commuters and 
to the Central School for chil- 
dren. 

Mark Loughlin was appoint- 
ed by the commission to con- 
fer with local real estate brok- 
ers regarding elimination of 
unsightly real estate signs on 
the vacant lots of the city.

The retirement fund already

more cash, Interest payments 
may be slightly smaller from 
outside sources, but the law 
says that the county cannot 
borrow money from this fund 
for less than the fund can earn 
from other sources. 


While the county retirement 
may not be as rich as some, it 
can afford another million for 
Hillcrest without changing the 
size of shotgun shells. 

In a recent bulletin issued 
by the Sequoia Union High 
Schoo] District we noted that 
the State Employees Retire- 
ment System earned 3.92 per 
cent return on the $1.4 bil- 
lion now invested, for a nice 
earning of $48.27 million. 
Such earnings do mean a 
slight cut in payments mem- 
bers and the state make so 
the same might be said of 
the county plan. No matter 
which you study, both are 
big business to be sure. 

Two more big projects are 
in the making. One is a huge 
road building bond issue that 
may run to $50 millions or 
more, Officials are now pick- 
ing a survey firm to set down 
the county's needs and the 
price tag for this study is a 
mere $200,000 to be paid for 
jointly by the county and the 
cities.
